PHILIPSBURG—Central Government officials are 
disappointed about the number of undocumented persons 
living in St. Maarten who have so far requested Brooks 
Tower Accord permits. 

Only 134 persons living here illegally had filed requests 
for the one-year residence permit under the new accord up 
to Saturday. The new regulations went into effect Tuesday, 
November 3. 

“This is very disappointing,” Justice Minister Magali Jacoba 
told reporters at the new Immigration and Naturalisation 
Department (IND) building Saturday. 

Hundreds of persons hoping to become legal residents ahead 
of strict controls to eject undocumented persons from the 
Netherlands Antilles, had swarmed the IND building since 
Tuesday. The accord grants temporary legal residence to 
persons living illegally in St. Maarten, Curasao and Bonaire 
under certain conditions. 

However, only 495 persons got past security guards to submit 
requests for the permits from Brooks Tower Accord workers. 
Guards turned away hundreds at the door because they didn’t 
have the application forms needed to file requests. 

Inside, workers sent away hundreds of others to complete 
their documentation. 

The Central Government requires persons who request 
permits to present proof of how long they have lived here 
and completed application forms. It also wants applicants to 
provide copies of all documents. 

Minister Jacoba said employers were also refusing to register 
their employees for fear of penalties. “They need not be afraid 
of sanctions,” Jacoba said. The Brooks Tower Accord period 
allows persons to register without any difficulty. 

Only persons who have lived here since before December 
31, 2001 (Category I), or since some time between January 
1, 2002, and December 31, 2005 (Category II), are eligible 
for the temporary permits. Others must leave, but they face 
no penalty for being here illegally and can request residence/ 
employment permits from home. 

The Brooks Tower Accord period continues until December 
15. The first permits for successful applicants are expected out 
by next week. There are no guarantees that an undocumented 
person will receive the permit. 

The Central Government has suspended all large-scale 
Immigration controls until March 2010, giving persons who 
don’t receive permits time to leave the country. Q

GENEVA - In its first study 
of women’s health around 
the globe, the World Health 
Organization said Monday that 
the AIDS virus is the leading 
cause of death and disease 
among women between the 
ages of 15 and 44. 

Unsafe sex is the leading 
risk factor in developing 
countries for these women of 
childbearing age, with others 
including lack of access 
to contraceptives and iron 
deficiency, the WHO said. 
Throughout the world, one 
in five deaths among women 


unsafe sex, according to the 
U.N. agency. 

“Women who do not know 
how to protect themselves 
from such infections, or who 
are unable to do so, face 
increased risks of death or 
illness,” WHO said in a 91- 
page report. “So do those who 
cannot protect themselves 
from unwanted pregnancy 
or control their fertility 
because of lack of access to 
contraception.” 

The data were included in 
a report that attempts to 
highlight the unequal health 
treatment a female faces from

and adolescence into maturity 
and old age. 

WHO chief Dr. Margaret Chan 
noted that women enjoy a 
biological advantage because 
they tend to live six to eight 
years longer than men. But in 
many parts of the world they 
suffer serious disadvantages 
because of poverty, poorer 
access to health care and 
cultural norms that put a 
priority on the well-being of 
men, she said. 

Chan called it a “preventable 
tragedy” that nearly 15 percent 
of deaths in adult women 
occur in maternity, according 
to the statistics from 2004. 

She said the discrimination 
extends throughout a women’s 
life, from girlhooddiseases that 
aren’t identified because they 
are not sicknesses affecting 
boys, to clinical trials and 
medicines developed on the 
basis of curing adult males. □

lawmaker wants probe of 
E. coli and school lunches

WASHINGTON - The 
chairman of the House 
Education and Labor 
Committee wants an 
investigation into the risk of 
deadly E. coli getting into 
school lunches. 

Rep. George Miller, D-Calif., 
is worried about a recent 
outbreak that killed at least 
two people and sickened 
about two dozen others in 11 
states. The E. coli outbreak 
was linked to ground beef 
produced by Fairbank Farms 
of Ashville, N.Y. 

No schools were involved in 
the outbreak. But Miller said 
he’s worried that tainted food 
might be purchased for school 
meal programs. 

Miller asked the Government 
Accountability Office, 

the investigative arm of 
Congress, to see whether 
there are adequate protections 
for school meals at the local, 
state and federal level. He 
also asked investigators to 
compare the safety and quality 
of ground beef available to 
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schools with the ground beef 
available to restaurants and 
other commercial buyers. 

The GAO said in a September 
report that federal authorities 
had failed to tell schools about 
recalls of potentially tainted 
peanut products and canned 
vegetables, and cafeterias 
may have unknowingly served 
them to children. 

GAO found the Agriculture 
Department didn’t always 
make sure states and schools 
were notified promptly about 
recalled food distributed 
through the federal school 
lunch and breakfast programs, 
which serve 30 million 
students. 

Democratic Sen. Kirsten 
Gillibrand of New York has 
introduced a bill to ensure 
that recalled food is quickly 
removed from school lunches, 
and she is planning on 
introducing another bill that 
would require more testing in 
ground beef plants. 

“Food items that are being 
pulled from grocery store 
shelves across the country 
are still being served to 
millions of school children,” 
Gillibrand said in a statement. 
“It’s wrong, it’s dangerous, 
and we need to take action.” 

E. coli is among several kinds 
of bacteria that can sicken or 
kill people. Outbreaks of food 
poisoning from E. coli often 
are linked to ground beef, but 
recent outbreaks also involved 
prepackaged cookie dough 
and fresh spinach. □ 















Stocks lump after G-20 pledge to aid ecouomies

NEW YORK - Stocks jumped 
to new highs for the year 
Monday as the dollar extended 
its slide, boosting prices for 
commodities including gold 
and oil. 

Energy and materials stocks 
led the market higher. 
Investors were also buying 
stocks on growing confidence 
about the global economic 
recovery, getting a shot of 
optimism from news this 
weekend that the Group of 20 


countries will keep stimulus 
measures in place. Investors 
saw the agreement as a signal 
that interest rates would remain 
low. Major stock indexes rose 
more than 1 percent, including 
the Dow Jones industrial 
average, which rose 150 
points. 

Investors around the world 
are seeing the dollar as 
weaker than other currencies 
because of low U.S. interest 
rates, and so they’re using it 
for what’s known as “carry 
trade,” to finance purchases of 
investments in other countries. 


That trend takes the dollar 
down when those purchases 
are made. 

The stock market likes a 
weaker dollar because it 
helps U.S. exporters by 
making their goods cheaper to 
overseas buyers and giving the 
companies a boost when they 
convert profits from abroad to 
dollars. 

The U.S. dollar index, which 
measures the greenback 
against a basket of foreign 
currencies, fell more than 1 
percent to its lowest level in 
15 months. The index began 


Cadbury rejects Kraft bid

LONDON - British candy 
maker Cadbury PLC rejected 
a renewed 9.8 billion pound 
($16.4 billion) hostile bid from 
Kraft Foods Inc. on Monday 
after the U.S. company refused 
to sweeten a previous offer. 
Kraft’s decision to keep 
the terms of its previously 
rebuffed cash-and-stock 
approach effectively means 
a lower offer for investors 
in London-based Cadbury 
because of a shift in the share 
prices of both companies. 

The prospect of a tie-up has 
caused some consternation 
in Britain, where the 195- 
year-old Cadbury is a much¬ 
loved brand — its Dairy Milk 
is the country’s top-selling 
chocolate bar. 

Kraft, the maker of Oreo 
cookies, Nabisco crackers 
and its namesake cheese, 
argued that the proposed deal 
— though lower than the 10.2 
billion pound offer on the table 
in September — “represents 
a substantial premium to the 
unaffected share price of 
Cadbury.” 

Analysts had said that Kraft, 
based in Northfield, Illinois, 
needed to improve that 
offer to have any chance of 
success in winning Cadbury, 


which also makes Green & 
Black’s chocolate brand, Halls 
lozenges and Trident and 
Dentyne gum. 

But Kraft instead retained its 
offer of 300 pence in cash 
and 0.2589 new Kraft shares. 
While that translated to a deal 
worth 745 pence per Cadbury 
share in September, a surge in 
Cadbury’s share price since 
then leaves the value of the 
deal now languishing at 717 
pence. Cadbury’s shares were 
trading far above that level 
on Monday, up 0.3 percent at 
760 pence in afternoon trade. 


The stock initially dropped as 
much as 2 percent after Kraft’s 
announcement, but soon began 
to inch up again, suggesting 
that the market believes that 
the U.S. company’s move is 
only an opening gambit. 

Kraft, which also makes Kenco 
and Maxwell House coffee 
and Toblerone chocolate, 
made its move with just three 
hours to go before a so-called 
“put up or shut up” deadline 
under British takeover law 
that required Kraft to make a 
formal offer or walk away for 
six months. □

sliding for the past eight 
months since major stock 
indicators bounced off 12- 
year lows. Investors, although 
they’ve been basing most 
of their buy or sell decisions 
on the economy, have also 
been following a pattern of 
funneling money into stocks 
when the dollar weakens 
and pulling it out when the 
currency rises. 

Commodities prices, 

meanwhile, tend to rise when 
the dollar is down, so gold 
topped $1,100 an ounce. 
Crude oil rose $2.23 to $79.66 
per barrel on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange, helped 
in part by Tropical Storm Ida, 
which threatened the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

Energy and materials stocks 
rose along with commodities 
prices, and investors’ 
enthusiasm for those 
stocks spilled over to other 
industries. 

Brian Battle, vice president of 
trading at Performance Trust 
Capital Partners in Chicago, 
said the strength of the carry 
trade is giving an artificial lift 
to a range of assets, including 
stocks. 

“There’s cheap money that’s 
going to be pumping its way 
into the system,” he said. “That 
money is finding is home in 
the currency and commodity 
markets.” 

In early afternoon trading,

Will the militarization of the world by the Pentagon and NATO ever stopP PT. 1

“In 1989, no one could have 
foreseen that a decade later 
Western military expansion 
would begin a process that led 
to American bases in parts of the 
world where their presence was 
hitherto unimaginable: Kosovo, 
Afghanistan, Kyrgyzstan, Iraq, 
Australia, Bulgaria and Romania. 
And the first permanent U.S. 
base in Africa, Camp Lemonier 
in Djibouti, with a new regional 
military command, AFRICOM, 
covering the entire continent.” 

This year began with Admiral 
Michael Mullen, the Chairman 
of the U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
visiting Colombia in mid-January 
and meeting with that nation’s 
defense minister and top military 
commander. While in Bogota 
Mullen railed against the FARC 
(Revolutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia) guerrillas and accused 
the government of Venezuela of 
conniving with them. 

Less than two months and the 
inauguration of a new president 
later, America’s top military 
commander returned to Colombia, 
the third largest recipient of U.S. 
military assistance in the world, 
as part of a Latin American tour 
that also took him to Brazil, Chile, 
Peru and Mexico. Upon returning 
to Washington Mullen said that 
“The U.S. military is ready to help 
Mexico in its deadly war against 
drug cartels with some of the 
same counter-insurgency tactics 
used against militant networks 
in Iraq and Afghanistan” [1] and 
“the Plan Colombia aid package 
could be an ‘overarching’ model 
for Pakistan and Afghanistan....” 
[ 2 ] 

He was then speaking for the 
Barack Obama and no longer the 
George W. Bush administration 
but Mullen, like his superior 
Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
who nominated him for his current 
post in 2007, was advocating a 
military and geostrategic polity 
that is pursued regardless of 
who occupies the Oval Office 
in the White House and whose 
photograph adorns the State 
Department’s Harry S. Truman 
Building headquarters in Foggy 
Bottom. 

Military commanders and former 
CIA directors like Mullen and 
Gates have seen a succession of 
presidents and secretaries of state 
pass by during their professional 
careers and the latter, like shadows 
on a wall, have not affected in 
any substantive manner plans 
for international military and 
intelligence expansion. Elected 
officials and their civilian 
appointees are to be humored, 


cajoled or ignored as the situation 
requires but have never stood 
in the way of the creation and 
maintenance of a 65-year-old 
military-security-intelligence 
state with its tentacles extended 
into every latitude and longitude 
of the planet. 

The role of American elected 
officials on the federal level and 
what the nation and the world 
politely pretend to consider its 
diplomatic corps is to issue a 
steady stream of imprecations 
against “rogue regimes” and 
frighten the domestic populace 
with inflated if not entirely 
concocted claims of other, non- 
Western, nations’ military threats, 
the better to give the Pentagon 
(which may play the part of a coy 
and hesitant ingenue for public 
consumption) what it wants. 
Witness the false alarm sounded 
by Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton on May 1st of this year 
when she, striking the pose of 
a modem Paul Revere, warned 
that Washington’s backyard was 
besieged by specters of the Cold 
War once thought long laid to rest 
and spoke of the need to “counter 
growing Iranian, Chinese and 
Russian influence in the Western 
Hemisphere,” lamenting that 
“Republican President George 
W. Bush’s policy had been 
counterproductive, allowing 
leftist leaders like Venezuela’s 
Hugo Chavez, Bolivia’s Evo 
Morales and Nicaragua’s Daniel 
Ortega to promote anti-U.S. 
sentiment and rely on aid from 
China, Iran and Russia.” [3] 

The fact that the three heads 
of state identified by Clinton 
as a New World Axis of Evil 
irrationally bent on contaminating 
their neighbors with an “anti-U.S. 
sentiment” were popularly elected 
is of no concern to Washington. 
Central and South American 
electorates have voted before 
in ways displeasing to the U.S. 

- Guatemala in 1951, Guyana in 
1953 and 1961, Chile in 1970 

- and Washington successfully 
reversed the outcomes through 
subversion and coups d’etat. 

The month after Clinton’s 
statement U.S.-trained 

commanders in Honduras ordered 
troops to storm the residence of 
President Manuel Zelaya, abduct 
him and fly him to exile in Costa 
Rica. 

The leader of the coup, School 
of the Americas-trained General 
Romeo Vasquez Velasquez, also 
dispatched troops to assault 
the ambassadors of Venezuela, 
Nicaragua and Cuba, as though 
he had studied Hillary Clinton’s 
comments and taken them to 
heart. 


Following the armed overthrow 
of the Honduran government on 
June 28, a state of affairs still 
not reversed over four months 
afterward notwithstanding the 
U.S.’s decisive leverage over 
the ringleaders in Tegucigalpa, 
media coverage was rife with 
allusions to a return to the era of 
Latin American coups staged and 
backed by Washington during the 
Cold War. 

This November 9th will mark 
the twentieth anniversary of the 
event that more than any other 
is acknowledged as having 
signalled the end of the Cold 
War: The opening of the gates 
along the wall dividing East and 
West Berlin. The fall of the Berlin 
Wall. 

At the time much of the world 
breathed a collective sigh of relief 
and in some quarters emitted a 
whoop of triumph, expecting that 
the end of the decades-long U.S.- 
Soviet conflict would issue in a 
golden age of global harmony, 
disarmament, the elimination of 
nuclear weapons and a massive 
peace dividend to fund civilian 
needs long given short shrift 
during the preceding forty three 
years. 

Those hopes turned out to be so 
many vain opium reveries. 
Warning signs were evident even 
at the time. 

The former German Democratic 
Republic (East Germany) was 
abruptly and without a referendum 
absorbed into the Federal 
Republic (West Germany) - and 
into the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, a U.S.-dominated 
military bloc - and the 1990 
Western armed buildup in the 
Persian Gulf and the next year’s 
war with Iraq followed almost 
immediately. 

One didn’t have to wait that 
long, however, to discover that 
the fruits of a Western victory 
in the Cold War were sour. Were 
poison. 

Less than a month following 
the dismantling of the Berlin 
Wall, on December 2, 1989 U.S. 
president George H.W. Bush and 
his Soviet counterpart Mikhail 
Gorbachev led respective national 
delegations to the Mediterranean 
island nation of Malta for a 
summit described fairly typically 
since as “the most important 
since 1945, when British Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill, 
Soviet premier Joseph Stalin 
and U.S. President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt agreed on a post-war 
plan for Europe at Yalta.” [4] 

The American delegation, 
incidentally, included two 
officials who weren’t familiar to 
many observers at the time but 


would become so over a decade 
later: Then Director for Soviet 
and East European Affairs at 
the National Security Council 
Condoleezza Rice and U.S. 
Under Secretary of Defense for 
Policy Paul Wolfowitz. 

Within days of the summit’s 
completion and as though to 
suggest that the two leaders 
agreed to address respective Cold 
War era thorns in their sides, 
ten days of violence erupted 
in Romania on December 16, 
culminating in the nation’s aged 
leader, Nicolae Ceausescu, and 
his wife Elena dragged before a 
firing squad on Christmas Day. 

In the middle of that ten-day 
uprising Washington launched 
an armed invasion of Panama, 
Operation Just Cause, with over 
27,000 troops and 300 aircraft, 
deposing President Manuel 
Noriega, who continues to 
languish in an American prison 
cell almost twenty years later. 
The post-Cold War world order 
was baptized in blood. 

Following the Panama attack and 
the next two years’ preparation 
for and activation of war plans 
against Iraq, the U.S. and its 
allies observed an almost decent 
interval - aside from wreaking 
carnage in Somalia, conducting 
ongoing bombing runs in Iraq, 
bombing Bosnian Serb targets 
with depleted uranium-tipped 
shells and firing cruise missiles 
into Afghanistan and Sudan - until 
1999, when the U.S. and NATO 
launched a 78-day air war against 
Yugoslavia and right afterward 
Washington inaugurated Plan 
Colombia. The latter has resulted 
in Washington providing almost 
$5 billion in military assistance 
to Colombia since 2000. Current 
American vice president Joseph 


Biden pushed the hard-line - 
counterinsurgency - version of 
the initiative in the U.S. Senate 
in 1999. 

Since then there has been a 
reactivation of the worst aspects 
of the Cold War period. Just as 
then, political change in any 
country is viewed through the 
prism of what it means in terms 
of alignment with or apart from 
the United States. And neutrality 
is not an option. The top official 
in charge of American foreign 
policy, Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton, has indicated her view 
of Latin American nations 
attempting an independent 
regional and global orientation. 
They are enemies. And are the 
proxies of larger adversaries: 
Russia, China and Iran. 

On October 30 the U.S. and the 
Alvaro Uribe regime in Colombia 
signed an agreement during a 
closed-door ceremony in Bogota 
for the Pentagon to acquire seven 
new military bases in the South 
American country. [5] 

“One of the bases involved, at 
Palanquero, 180 kilometers (110 
miles) west of Bogota, boasts 
a 3.5-km (two-mile) runway 
adapted for large cargo planes, 
which critics say would allow the 
US to project itself far beyond 
Colombia’s borders.” [6] 

“The United States maintains 
similar ‘forward operating 
locations’ in El Salvador and 
Aruba-Curacao [Netherlands 
Antilles].” [7] 

Colombian troops illegally 
entered neighboring Venezuela 
last August and Caracas claims 
to have apprehended Colombian 
paramilitaries on its soil at the 
time of the signing of the U.S.- 
Colombia bases deal on October 
30. □ 
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Taylor made? All eyes on Swift at CMA awards

NASHVILLE, Tennessee - Kenny Chesney has 
made the very hard work of dominating country 
music look easy. 

And Taylor Swift is paying close attention. 

The 19-year-old sensation has the record sales. She 
beat out every living artist — no matter the genre 


— this year with more than 3 million copies of her 
“Fearless” CD sold and counting (only Michael 
Jackson has sold more). The album remains No. 3 
after 51 weeks on the charts. 

And she’s moving concert tickets as fast as they can 
print them. 

That might be enough to sway the more than 5,000 
members of the Country Music Association, who 
decide who gets the trophy for entertainer of the 
year, the CMA’s highest honor, at the CMA Awards 
on Wednesday night (the broadcast will air live on 
ABC). 

She’s the youngest ever nominated for the award and 
the first solo female act since Faith Hill in 2000, and 
she’s faced a lot of questions about whether either is 
a limiting factor. 

“I think you have to do the work and put in the effort 
and do the touring that it takes to win entertainer of the 
year,” she said in an interview with The Associated 
Press. “And I don’t really think it has anything to do 
with gender. I think if you want to compete with the 
boys, play on a level that they’re playing at.” 

And the guys in this category are playing at the 
highest. 

Using a combination of unparalleled album and ticket 
sales, Chesney has dominated the CMA Awards’ 
most prestigious category with three straight wins 
and four of the last five. A fifth win would move him 
past Garth Brooks for most in the 43 years of the 
awards. This is the eighth straight year he’s sold more 
than a million concert tickets, and fans are drawn to 
his brand of Caribbean cool like no other. 

Brad Paisley leads all nominees with seven and is 
entering his second year as co-host with Carrie 
Underwood. His album “American Saturday Night” 
debuted at No. 2 on the album charts when it was 
released earlier this year and he’s had 11 straight No. 
1 singles on the country charts. 


Keith Urban’s supercharged live show has made him 
one of country’s most bankable stars and his album 
“Defying Gravity” hit No. 1 on the Billboard 200. 
He’s the only artist to interrupt Chesney’s recent 
domination in the category, winning in 2005. 

And then there’s George Strait, a two-time winner in 
the category and CMA’s career leader in nominations 
(79, with Alan Jackson) and wins (22) whose “Twang” 
also debuted as the nation’s No. 1 album. Paisley said 
he’s put together the kind of career and rapport with 
his fans that’s really only possible in country music, 
and that “always” makes him a contender. 

“Look at George Strait,” Paisley said. “It’s just 
unbelievable. He first won entertainer of the year 20 
years ago in 1989. Isn’t that crazy?” 

But 2009 might be Swift’s year — and she could 
soon be in the company of icons like Loretta Lynn, 
Dolly Parton and Reba McEntire, three of the six 
other female acts to win entertainer of the year. 

But tell that to Swift, and she modestly dismisses the 
idea: “Don’t fill my head with that.” 

“It’s so wonderful when people come up to me and 
say that I have a shot at winning. It actually is really, 
really a wonderful thing when people do that,” she 
said. “But my parents raised me to have the mindset 
that the world doesn’t owe me anything and you 
can’t feel entitled to winning, you can’t feel entitled 
to success.” 

It’s statements like those that have won Swift fans 
within the industry as well — not to mention a few 
votes. 

“I will say I did vote for her,” McEntire said. “The 
obvious is that she is a female and I do tend to 
support my female friends and artists in the business, 
but also because I think she is the one who’s done 
the most this year — television, touring. She is an 
extraordinary person and I think she highly deserves 
it.” □

Until now. Wil Haygood’s 
new biography of Robinson, 
“Sweet Thunder: The Life 
and Times of Sugar Ray 
Robinson,” is about as fine a 
book about a boxer as you will 
find — up there with the right- 
left combo of David Remnick’s 
“King of the World” and David 
Margolick’s “Beyond Glory.” 
Some of the finest writers 
alive have endeavored to 
wax poetic about the brutal 
sport of boxing. As a topic, 
Robinson lacks, perhaps, the 
cultural punch of Ali but one 
of the many services Haygood 
provides in “Thunder” is 
putting a proper historical 
frame on Robinson. 

“Thunder” is the third 
biography in a trilogy of books 
by Haygood, a Washington 
Post writer, about pivotal black 
figures that also includes Adam 
Clayton Powell Jr. and Sammy 


Davis Jr. In each he delivers a 
comprehensive biography and 
a compelling case for their 
cultural importance. 

“Sugar Ray Robinson was 
the first modern prizefighter 
to take culture — music and 
grace and dance — into the 
ring with him,” Haygood 
writes. “He had convinced 
himself that style was as much 
a discipline as boxing.” 
Robinson’s evolution was 
pivotal. His concept of style, 
swagger and showmanship 
came to define boxing for 
generations to come. Without 
Robinson, in other words, 
there might not have been an 
Ali. Haygood takes us deftly 
from Robinson’s childhood 
in Detroit, where he was born 
Walker Smith, to New York 
City’s Harlem, where he first 
took on the name Ray Robinson 
for a fight. He charts the 
heights of Robinson’s boxing 
career, his retirement work 


with children and ultimately 
his early death at age 67. For 
decades, it seems, boxing 
scribes have fussed over one 
of those unending arguments: 
Who is, pound for pound, the 


best fighter of all-time? 
Robinson is always in that 
conversation. And should 
the topic ever pivot to the 
best writers about the sport,

RIM co-Chief Executive 
Jim Balsillie said in an 
interview. “Now, developers 
can have ad revenue and 
ad-sharing strategy in their 
applications.” Apps are 
becoming increasingly 
important for companies 
like RIM and Apple as the 
variety and price of available 
software helps consumers 
decide what phone to buy. 
RIM opened its own small 
application store in April, 
stung by Apple’s success 
and far-wider offering. 

A view that RIM lags Apple 
in apps, along with rising 
competition, has already 
brought several downgrades 
for the one-time market 
darling, most recently from 
Susquehanna Financial. 
Susquehanna on Monday 
downgraded RIM to 
“neutral” from “positive” on 
tougher competition on sales 
of high-end smartphones. 
The downgrades have hit 
RIM shares. The stock, 


currently at $59.62, is well 
above March’s year low 
of $35.05, but below its 
year high of $88.08, set 
in September 2008. Some 
smartphone apps already 
feature advertising, while 
more costly apps come 
without. There are also 
basic versions of some 
apps available for free, but 
users can upgrade to a full- 
featured version for a price. 
Apps range from those that 
help improve productivity 
to frivolous time wasters, 
like ones that let users 
simulate the sound of a fart 
with a smartphone. 

Users are downloading 
them in droves. Apple’s app 
store reported more than 2 
billion downloads in late 
September. 

The use of ads can lower an 
app’s price to the consumer 
— or make it free — which 
increases downloads. 
Applications are also 
crucial to RIM’s effort to 


win a bigger share of the 
consumer market, from 
which much of its recent 
subscriber growth has come. 
The software complements 
models of consumer- 
focused BlackBerries, such 
as the touch-screen Storm, 
which has been RIM’s 
answer to Apple’s iPhone. 
RIM’s push into the 
retail market has put the 
company in more direct 
competition with Apple 
and other consumer 
smartphone vendors such 
as Motorola and Nokia. 
Last month, Apple said it 
sold 7.4 million iPhones 
in its last quarter and the 
company posted earnings 
that easily topped Wall 
Street forecasts, pushing 
its stock to record highs. 
In September RIM posted 
results and an outlook that 
fell short of what investors 
had expected, sending its 
shares tumbling more than 
15 percent.^

Sauff and his wife stared at 
the mammoth domino pieces 
marking the path where the 
Berlin Wall once stood and 
reminisced about life in the 
barrier’s shadow. 

“It was like a prison,” said 
Mr. Sauff, 73, who lived on 
the Western side of the wall. 
“For us ‘Wessis,’ the few 
kilometers from our old home 
to our new home (in the East) 
was unthinkable.” 

The Sauffs were among those 
who gathered Monday to 
celebrate 20 years of unity, 
marking the day the wall came 
down. Thousands cheered as 
1,000 colorfully decorated

long (two-kilometer) route 
were toppled to symbolize 
both the moment the wall 
came crashing down and the 
resulting fall of communist 
countries in Eastern Europe. 

It was the finale to a day of 
memorial services, speeches 
and events that attracted 
leaders from around the world, 
including former Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev. 

Merkel and 78-year-old 
Gorbachev stood shoulder 
to shoulder as they crossed 
a former fortified border 
crossing point between East 
and West Berlin to cheers of 
“Gorby! Gorby!” bring this up 
to the first reference to gorby. 
“Looking back, we can see 
many causes that led to the 
peaceful revolution, but it still 
remains a miracle,” German 
President Horst Koehler told 
the leaders of all 27 European 
Union countries, Russian 
President Dmitry Medvedev 
and Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton. 

Angela Merkel — Germany’s 


first chancellor to be raised 
in the former communist east 
— called the events of Nov. 
9, 1989 an “epic” moment in 
history. “For me, it was one 
of the happiest moments of 
my life,” Merkel told a crowd 
of tens of thousands packed 
around the Brandenburg 
Gate. In a video messaged 
screened at the main event, 
President Barack Obama paid 
tribute to the dissidents and 
demonstrators who ushered 
in the fall of the wall 20 years 
ago. “Let us never forget Nov. 
9, 1989, nor the sacrifices that 
made it possible,” Obama said 
to applause and cheers. 
Clinton paid tribute Germany 
and other countries who shook 
loose communist binds. 

“We remember the people 
of the Baltics who joined 
hands across their land ... 
we remember the students 
of Prague who propelled a 
dissident playwright from a 
jail cell to the presidency,” 
she said.

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Supreme Court looks at life sentences for juveniles

WASHINGTON (AP) — A seemingly divided 
U.S. Supreme Court wrestled Monday with 
whether teenagers can be locked away forever 
for their crimes. 

The question arose in two cases involving 
Florida men who are serving life prison terms 
with no chance of parole for crimes they 
committed as teenagers. Their lawyers argue 
that the sentences for people so young are cruel 
and unusual, in violation of the Constitution, 
because young people have greater capacity to 
change. 

The U. S. Constitution specifically bans but does 
not define “cruel and unusual punishment.” 
Justice Anthony Kennedy wrote the Supreme 
Court opinion four years ago that ruled out 
the death penalty for people under 18, judging 
them less responsible than adults. So most eyes 
were on him Monday as the court considered 
whether to extend that rationale to life without 
parole sentences. 

But Kennedy offered little hint of his position, 
at one point suggesting it might be difficult 
to distinguish between juveniles and adults in 
cases that do not involve the death penalty. 
“Why does a juvenile have a constitutional right 
to hope, but an adult does not?” he asked. 
Justice Ruth Bader Ginsburg provided a 
possible answer, wondering whether teenagers 
can be accurately evaluated at the time they 
are sentenced. It may be possible that only 
after some years have passed that the state can 
determine, “Has this person overcome those 
youthful disabilities?” she said. 

On the other side of the issue, Justice Samuel 


Alito questioned whether every last juvenile 
offender had to be given a second chance. 
“Some of the actual cases in which this sentence 
has been imposed in Florida involve factual 
situations that are so horrible that I couldn’t 
have imagined them if I hadn’t actually seen 
them,” Alito said, recounting two that involved 
the rape of children. 

In the two cases before the court, Joe Sullivan 
was sent away for life for raping an elderly 
woman when he was 13 and Terrance Graham 
was implicated in armed robberies when he 
was 16 and 17. 

Graham, now 22, and Sullivan, now 34, are 
in Florida prisons, which hold more than 70 
percent of juvenile defendants locked up for 
life for crimes other than homicide. 

The justices could distinguish between the 
two based on the difference in their ages at the 
time of the crimes: It could rule that someone 
as young as Sullivan was must eventually be 
considered for parole without granting Graham 
any relief from his sentence. 

Sullivan’s lawyer, Bryan Stevenson, stated his 
basic argument simply: “To say to any child 
of 13 that you are only fit to die in prison is 
cruel.” Sullivan would be resentenced to 40 
years in prison if he were to win his case at the 
high court, he said. 

Kennedy’s opinion in 2005 was rooted in two 
principles — that death is different from other 
punishments and that children are less culpable 
than adults. Following that ruling, Stevenson 
noted that juveniles on death row in Florida 
— all convicted of murder — “got a better 
sentence than Joe Sullivan,” life prison terms 
with the possibility of parole.□ 


Case against Ohie bodies suspect expands overseas

CLEVELAND (AP) — 
Authorities are investigating 
whether a suspected serial 
killer whose home and yard 
harbored the remains of at 
least 11 people is connected 
to any killings in places he 
lived while in the military, 
including Japan, California 
and the Carolinas. 

The FBI will investigate 
any leads in the case against 
Anthony Sowell, 50, who 
served in the Marines from 
1978 to 1985, said Scott 
Wilson, an FBI spokesman in 
Cleveland. 

FBI behavioral specialists 
visited the Sowell property 
during the weekend and 
will try to develop a profile 
of the killings that could 
help determine whether 
investigations need to be 
opened or reopened elsewhere, 
Wilson said. 

Sowell was stationed at various 


times at South Carolina; North 
Carolina; Okinawa, Japan; and 
Camp Pendleton, California. 
The city of East Cleveland is 
also reviewing three unsolved 
slayings in 1988 and 1989, 
after Sowell returned there 
from service in the Marines 
and before he went to prison 
for attempted rape, said Sgt. 
Ken Bolton, a detective for 
the police department in the 
Cleveland suburb. 

Sowell has been charged in 
Cleveland with five counts 
of aggravated murder in 
connection with the bodies 
found at the home. 

He was indicted Monday on 
one count of attempted murder, 
two counts of rape, two counts 
of kidnapping and two counts 
of felonious assault in an 
alleged attack Sept. 22 that led 
to the search of his home. 
Sowell has asked for a court- 
appointed attorney, but court 
records don’t reflect that one 
has been chosen. 


The FBI will review its 
national database of unsolved 
crimes for any clues to 
possible connections to 
Sowell, particularly at his 
military service locations, 
Wilson said. The first step is 
to get a detailed timeline of his 
service, Wilson said. 

Police in Coronado, California, 
near Camp Pendleton, said a 
woman told them that she saw 
Sowell’s mug shot on TV and 
was sure he had raped her in 
1979. 

Officers talked with the 
woman but were unable to 
confirm her story because 
rape investigation records 
from 30 years ago have been 
thrown out, said Jesus Ochoa, 
Coronado police commander. 
“She seemed credible,” he 
said. 

Near Camp Lejeune in North 
Carolina, Onslow County 
Sheriff Ed Brown and his 
deputies are sifting through 
paper records to check for 


any unsolved killings or 
disappearances during the 
time Sowell was at the Marine 
base from May 20, 1978, to 
July 12, 1978. 

Brown said he has already 
run Sowell’s name through 
computerized court files and 
hasn’t found that Sowell got 
so much as a traffic ticket 
while in the area. But the paper 
search is slow going. 

“The computer technology 
then is not what it is now,” 
Brown said. 

Near Parris Island, where 
Sowell did his initial Marine 
training, Beaufort County 
authorities said they were 
waiting to be told the specific 
dates Sowell lived in the area 
before going back over any 
cases. “Once we have received 
more concrete information 
regarding the time frame in 
question, we will certainly be 
evaluating any connections to 
unsolved crimes in our area,” 
said sheriff’s Cpl. Robin 


McIntosh. 

The unsolved East Cleveland 
slayings of Rosalind Garner on 
May 27,1988, Carmella Prater 
on Feb. 27, 1989, and Mary 
Thomas on March 28, 1989, 
will be checked against the 
autopsies of the bodies found 
at Sowell’s home to check for 
similarities, Bolton said. 

“It’s for the family’s closure,” 
he said. “They are unsolved 
and they happened around the 
time that he was not in jail.” 
No connections had been made 
by Monday, he said. 

The family of Janice Webb, 
48, of Lakewood, who 
disappeared in June and was 
reported missing Aug. 2, was 
notified Monday by police that 
remains found at the house 
were the eighth identified as 
among the victims, said her 
sister, Joann Moore. 

Moore said her sister, who had 
a son and three grandchildren, 
had struggled with alcohol and 
drug addictions.□

Retired Col. John R Galligan 
said he was contacted Monday 
by Maj. Nidal Malik Hasan’s 
family and was headed to an 
Army hospital in San Antonio 
to meet Hasan. 

“Until I meet with him, it’s 
best to say we’re just going 
to protect all of his rights,” 
Galligan said. 

Hasan, 39, is accused of 
opening fire on the Army post 
on Thursday, killing 13 people 
and wounding 29 before 
civilian police shot him in 
the torso. He was taken into 
custody and eventually moved 
to Brooke Army Medical 
Center, where he was in stable 
condition Monday and able 
to talk, hospital spokesman 
Dewey Mitchell said. 

Galligan said he didn’t know 
if Hasan had been medically 
cleared to talk. 

“There’s a lot of facts that still 
need to be developed, and the 
time for that will come in due 
course,” he said. 

Authorities won’t say when 
charges would be filed or if 
Hasan would face military 
justice. 

Galligan questioned whether 
Hasan could get a fair trial 
in either criminal or military 
court, given President Barack 
Obama’s planned visit to 
the base on Tuesday and 
public comments by the post 
commander, Lt. Gen. Robert 
Cone. 

“You’ve got his commander in 
chief showing up tomorrow,” 
Galligan said. “That same 
kind of publicity naturally 
creates an issue as to whether 
you find a fair and impartial 
forum, whether that’s in the 
military or even if it were in a 
federal forum.” 

Authorities say Hasan fired 
off more than 100 rounds at 
a soldier processing center.

Fifteen victims remained 
hospitalized with gunshot 
wounds, and eight were in 
intensive care. 

Authorities continue to refer 
to Hasan as the only suspect 
in the rampage, but they have 
said they have not determined 
a motive. A spokesman for 
Army investigators did not 
immediately respond to calls 
and e-mails seeking comment 
Monday. 

A radical American imam 
living in Yemen who had 
contact with two Sept. 11, 
2001 hijackers praised Hasan 
as a hero as a hero on his 
personal Web site Monday. 
The posting on the Web site 
for Anwar al Awlaki, who 
was a spiritual leader at two 
mosques where three Sept. 
11 hijackers worshipped, 
said American Muslims who 
condemned the Fort Hood 
attack are hypocrites who 
have committed treason 
against their religion. 

Awlaki said the only way a 
Muslim can justify serving 
in the U.S. military is if he 
intends to “follow in the 
footsteps of men like Nidal.” 
“Nidal Hassan (sic) is a hero,” 
Awlaki said. “He is a man 
of conscience who could not 
bear living the contradiction 
of being a Muslim and serving 
in an army that is fighting 
against his own people.” 

Two U.S. intelligence officials 
told The Associated Press 


the Web site was Awlaki’s. 
They spoke on condition 
of anonymity to discuss 
intelligence collection. Awlaki 
did not immediately respond 
to an attempt to contact him 
through the Web site. 

Hasan’s family attended the 
Dar al Hijrah Islamic Center 
in Falls Church, Virginia, 
where Awlaki was preaching 
in 2001. Hasan’s mother’s 
funeral was held at the mosque 
on May 31, 2001, according 
to her obituary in the Roanoke 
Times newspaper, around 
the same time two Sept. 11 
hijackers worshipped at the 
mosque and while Awlaki was 


preaching. 

The Falls Church mosque 
is one of the largest on the 
East Coast, and thousands of 
worshippers attend prayers and 
services there every week. 
Imam Johari Abdul-Malik, 
outreach director at Dar al 
Hijrah, said he did not know 
whether Hasan ever attended 
the mosque but confirmed that 
the Hasan family participated 
in services there. Abdul- 
Malik said the Hasans were 
not leaders at the mosque and 
their attendance was normal. 
Fort Hood officials said the 
country’s largest military 

installation was moving

forward with the business of 
soldiering. The building where 
Hasan allegedly opened fire 
remains a crime scene, but a 
processing center is scheduled 
to reopen Thursday in a new, 
temporary location. 

Command Sgt. Maj. Arthur 
L. Coleman Jr. said Monday 
that reopening the center is 
an important step in returning 
the Army post to normal. 
Cone said the post stepped up 
security, including suspending 
visits by the public, largely 
to reassure the population 
that the sprawling base is

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Abortion could roil Senate health care debate

WASHINGTON - Abortion 
opponents in the Senate are 
seeking tough restrictions 
in the health care overhaul 
bill, a move that could roil 
a shaky Democratic effort 
to pass President Barack 
Obama’s signature issue by 
year’s end. 

Sen. Ben Nelson, D-Neb., 
said Monday he could not 
support a bill unless it clearly 
prohibits federal dollars from 
going to pay for abortions. 
Nelson is weighing options, 
including offering an 
amendment similar to the 
one passed by the House this 
weekend. 

“I want to make sure 
something comparable ... is 
in there,” Nelson said. 
TheHouse-passedrestrictions 
were the price Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi, D-Calif., had 
to pay to get a health care bill 


passed, on a narrow 220-215 
vote. But it’s prompted an 
angry backlash from liberals 
at the core of her party, and 
some are now threatening to 
vote against a final bill if the 
curbs stay in. 

Obama said the legislation 
needs to find a balance. 

“I want to make sure that 
the provision that emerges 
meets that test — that we are 
not in some way sneaking in 
funding for abortions, but, 
on the other hand, that we’re 
not restricting women’s 
insurance choices,” Obama 
said in an interview with 
ABC News. 

Senate Democrats will need 
Nelson’s vote — and those 
of at least a half-dozen other 
abortion opponents in their 
caucus. They face a grueling 
debate against Republicans 
who are unified in their 
opposition to a sweeping 
remake of the health care 
system. It’s unclear how the

abortion opponents would 
line up; the pressure on 
them will intensify once the 
legislation is on the floor. 

An intraparty fight over 
abortion is the last thing 
that Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, D-Nev., needs. Reid is 
already facing a revolt among 
Democratic moderates over 
the government-sponsored 
health plan that liberals 
want to incorporate in the 
legislation as a competitor to 
private insurance companies. 
Reid, who is himself opposed 
to abortion, will have to 
confront the issue directly as 
he puts together a Democratic 
bill for floor consideration. 
The committee-passed Senate 
versions differ on abortion, 
but none would go as far as 
the restrictive amendment 
passed by the House. 

The House bill would bar the 
new government insurance 
plan from covering abortions, 
except in cases or rape, incest 


or the life of the mother being 
in danger. That’s the basic 
rule currently in federal law. 
It would also prohibit health 
plans that receive federal 
subsidies in a new insurance 
marketplace from offering 
abortion coverage. Insurers, 
however, could sell separate 
coverage for abortion, which 
individuals would have to 
purchase entirely with their 
own money. 

At issue is a profound 
disagreement over how 
current federal restrictions 
on abortion funding should 
apply to what would be a new 
stream of federal funding 
to help the uninsured gain 
coverage. 

Abortion opponents have 
sought to impose the same 
restrictions that now apply to 
the federal employee health 
plan, military health care and 
Medicaid, the federal-state 
health program for the poor. 
Abortion rights supporters 
say such an approach would 
threaten women’s right to 
a legal medical procedure 
already widely covered by 
private insurance. 

The Senate health committee 
bill is largely silent on 
abortion, a stance that 
abortion opponents interpret 
as permitting coverage by 
private insurance plans 
that would receive federal 
subsidies. 

The Senate Finance 
Committee bill attempts to 
craft a compromise, as the 
House unsuccessfully tried 
to do before this weekend’s 
vote tightened restrictions. 
The Finance plan would 
require insurance carriers 
to separate federal subsidy 
moneys from any funds used 
to provide abortions, and 
it would prohibit abortion 
coverage from being 
included in a minimum 


benefits package. It would 
require that state and regional 
insurance markets offer one 
plan that covers abortion, 
and one plan that does not. 
Finance Committee 

Chairman Max Baucus, D- 
Mont., said he had thought 
the issue was settled. His 
panel rejected a number of 
Republican amendments to 
toughen abortion language. 
Abortion opponents — 
including U.S. Catholic 
bishops — disagree. They 
spumed a somewhat similar 
approach to Baucus’ bill in 
the House, saying that the 
approach of keeping federal 
funds separate amounted to 
little more than an accounting 
gimmick. 

For now, the liberals are 
saying they will fight. 
Abortion rights supporters in 
the House were circulating a 
letter to Pelosi, threatening 
to vote against a final bill 
that restricts access to 
abortion coverage. At least 
40 lawmakers had signed by 
early Monday. 

“I, along with the other 
pro-choice members in the 
House, intend to push very 
hard to ensure that language 
is not included in the final 
conference product,” said 
Rep. Debbie Wasserman 
Schultz, D-Fla. 

They’re likely to have help 
in the Senate from two 
Republican women who 
support abortion rights. Sens. 
Olympia Snowe and Susan 
Collins of Maine. Collins 
indicated Monday that she 
thinks the House went too 
far. 

“I think the Senate Finance 
Committee did a good job 
of putting up a firewall that 
would prevent federal funds 
frombeingused for abortion,” 
she said. “Generally, I prefer 
the Senate approach.’Q 
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Gulf Coast preps as Ida weakens to tropical storm

PENSACOLA, Florida 
(AP) — Some Gulf Coast 
residents hunkered down 
at home and in shelters 
Monday while others 
ventured outside to watch 
the approach of a rare late- 
season tropical storm that 
brought the potential for 
high winds, flooding and up 
to 8 inches (10 centimeters) 
of rain in some places. 
Earlier, heavy rain from 
Ida triggered flooding and 
landslides in El Salvador 
that killed at least 130 
people. Near New Orleans, 
a 70-year-old man was 
feared drowned Monday 
when trying to help two 
fishermen whose boat 
had broken down in the 
Mississippi River, said Maj. 
John Marie, a Plaquemines 
Parish Sheriff’s spokesman. 
A wave knocked him into 
the water. 

Monday evening, Ida was 
located about 40 miles (60 
km) southeast of the mouth 
of the Mississippi River 
and about 125 miles (200 
km) south-southwest of 
Pensacola. It was moving 
north-northwest near 17 
mph (28 kph) and was 
expected to make land late 
Monday or early Tuesday. 
An observation site near 
the mouth measured a gust 
at 74 mph. 


Ida had been the third 
hurricane of this year’s 
Atlantic season, which ends 
Dec. 1, but weakened with 
maximum sustained winds 
near 70 mph (110 kph). 

The U. S. National Hurricane 
Center said it was expected 
to weaken further before 
making landfall along the 
Gulf Coast. Rain was already 
falling along the coastline 
and winds had kicked up the 
surf.Forecasters predicted 
Ida’s storm surge could 
raise water levels 3 to 5 feet 
above normal. 

Tropical storm warnings 
were out across Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Alabama and 


Florida, where governors 
declared states of 
emergency. 

Florida Gov. Charlie 
Crist warned that tropical 
storms can still be deadly. 
He pointed to Fay, which 
was blamed for more than 
a dozen deaths in Florida, 
Haiti and the Dominican 
Republic last year. 

“That thing was a tropical 
storm and we lost a lot of 
our fellow Floridians, so it’s 
important to stay vigilant,” 
Crist said outside the state 
emergency operations 
center. “We need to be 
careful.” 

Residents elsewhere in the

Southeast braced for heavy 
rain. In north Georgia, 
which saw historic flooding 
in September, forecasters 
said up to 4 more inches 
could soak the already- 
saturated ground. 

Two Chevron Corp. 
workers had to be rescued 
early Monday from an oil 
rig about 80 miles (128 
kilometers) south of New 
Orleans that was in danger 
of toppling as Ida churned 
up high seas. They were not 
hurt. 

There were no plans for 
mandatory evacuations, but 
authorities in some coastal 
areas opened shelters and 


encouraged people near the 
water or in mobile homes 
to leave. Many schools 
closed, and several cruise 
ships were delayed as the 
U.S. Coast Guard closed 
Gulf Coast ports. 

In Louisiana and 
Mississippi, officials were 
concerned about hundreds 
of people still living in 
federally issued trailers 
and mobile homes after 
hurricanes Katrina and Rita 
in 2005. 

Some residents marveled 
that they were dealing with 
a storm at all so late in the 
season. 

“It might have been wishful 
thinking, but we thought 
hurricane season was over,” 
said Kelby Linn, a real estate 
agent in Dauphin Island. “I 
have jeans on instead of 
shorts. That’s just wrong, 
but we’ve experienced it so 
much, we know it’s nothing 
to fear.”Q

The announcement comes as 
Washington and Tehran are 
deadlocked in negotiations 
over Iran’s nuclear program, 
raising concern that the three 
could be used as bargaining 
chips in the talks or to seek the 
return of Iranians they say are 
missing. 

Relatives and the U.S 
government say the three 
were innocent tourists on an 
adventure hike in northern 
Iraq and accidentally crossed 
into Iran where they were 
arrested on July 31. 
Commenting on the case, 
President Mahmoud 

Ahmadinejad accused the 
U.S. of jailing innocent 
Iranians and pointed to two of 
his countrymen — a nuclear 
scientist and a top defense 
official — who disappeared in 
recent years. Tehran accuses 
the U.S. of kidnapping them. 
The U.S. has refused comment 
on the two, and there has been 
speculation they defected to 
the West. 

Ahmadinejad, asked about the 
spying accusations against the 
Americans, told reporters in 
Istanbul, Turkey, said he had 
no opinion about the case. 

“It must be judged by the 
judiciary, whether they are 
spies or not,” he said. “There 
are some Iranians who have 
spent many years in prison 


without doing anything wrong, 
in American prisons.” 

He said the Americans had 
crossed the border illegally 
and Iran has a right to punish 
them. 

“In all countries, crossing 
borders would have a very 
heavy sentence, according to 
the law,” he said. “Hopefully, 
they will have an appropriate 
answer in the court, and 
hopefully they will convince 
the judge that they did not 
have any intention of crossing 
the border illegally.” 

The Americans — Shane 
Bauer, 27, Sarah Shourd, 31, 
and Josh Fattal, 27 — have 
been held in Iran’s Evin prison, 
where Swiss diplomats have 
visited them twice and said 
they are healthy. 

The three graduates of the 
University of California at 
Berkeley had been trekking 
in Iraq’s northern Kurdistan 
region, their relatives say. 

The case recalled that of an 
American-Iranian joumalist, 
Roxanna Saberi, who was 
arrested in Iran in January 
and convicted of espionage. 
After heavy pressure from the 
U.S., she was freed on appeal 
in May and returned home 
— and several months later, 
the U.S. military released five 
Iranians it had held for more 
than two years. 

The accusations against the 
three Americans could be a 
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first step in a similar move by 
Iran to put them on trial and 
convict them, then arrange 
their release, aiming to get 
concessions. 

Monday’s announcement by 
Tehran’s top prosecutor was 
the first official word from 
Iran of espionage allegations 
against the three. Until now, 
Iranian officials have only 
spoken about the Americans 
in broad terms, saying even 
after months of questioning 
that they were still trying 
to determine why they had 
entered Iran. 

Hoping to prove that they 
were simply vacationing, the 
families released videos taken 
by a friend just two days before 
their detention, showing the 
three backpackers dancing 
and joking in an unfinished 
cinder block building they 
came across in Kurdistan’s 
mountains. In one video, Fattal 
performed an impromptu rap 
about Iraq. 

Bauer and Shourd had been 
living in Damascus — he 
studying Arabic, she teaching 
English — and both had 
done freelance journalism 
or writing online. Friends 
described them as passionate 
adventurers interested in 
the Middle East and human 
rights. 

Fattal, who spent three years 
with a group dedicated to 
sustainable farming near 
Cottage Grove, Ore., had 
been overseas since January 
as a teaching assistant with 
the International Honors 
Program. 

The hikers’ families declined 
interview requests Monday 
by The Associated Press, but 
issued a statement saying 
“the allegations that our loved 
ones may have been engaged 
in espionage is untrue.” 

“It is entirely at odds with the 
people Shane, Sarah and Josh 
are and with anything that 
Iran can have learned about 
them since they were detained 
on July 31,” it said. 

It added that the three have 
been held for more than 100 
days “simply because they 
apparently strayed into Iran 
by accident while hiking in 
Iraqi Kurdistan. We again call 
on Iran to show compassion 
to our loved ones and release 
them without delay. This 
has already gone on for too 
long.’Q

“And tonight we remember 
the Germans, and especially 
the Germans in the East who 
stood up to say ‘No more.”’ 
Merkel also recalled the tragic 
side of Nov. 9 for Germans 

— the Nazis’ Kristallnacht, 
or Night of Broken Glass 

— an anti-Semitic pogrom 71 
years ago. At least 91 German 
Jews were killed, hundreds 
of synagogues destroyed and 
thousands of Jewish businesses 
vandalized and looted in 
the state-sanctioned riots 
that night. “Both show that 
freedom is not self-evident,” 
Merkel said. “Freedom must 
be fought for. Freedom must 
be defended time and again.” 
Uwe Kross, a 65-year-old 
retiree, fought back tears as he 
recalled watching the drama 
unfold two decades ago, hours 
after a confused announcement 
that East Germany was lifting 
travel restrictions. 

“That night, you couldn’t stop 
people,” Kross said. “They 


lifted the barrier and everyone 
poured through. We saw it first 
on TV, normally it was very 
quiet up here, but that night 
we could hear the footsteps of 
those crossing, tap, tap, tap.” 
Merkel, who was one of 
thousands to cross that night, 
recalled that “before the joy of 
freedom came, many people 
suffered.” 

She lauded Gorbachev, with 
whom she shared an umbrella 
amid a crush of hundreds, 
eager for a glimpse of the man 
many still consider a hero for 
his role in pushing reform in 
the Soviet Union. 

“You made this possible — 
you courageously let things 
happen, and that was much 
more than we could expect,” 
she said. 

Later, Merkel also thanked 
Germany’s neighbors to the 
east. She welcomed several 
leaders who dared to stand 
up for democracy, including 
Poland’s 1980s pro-democracy 
leader, Lech Walesa, and 
Miklos Nemeth, Hungary’s 


last prime minister before 
communism collapsed. The 
two men were tapped to push 
the first domino. 

Music from Bon Jovi and 
Beethoven recalled the joy of 
the border’s opening, which 
led to German reunification 
less than a year later and the 
swift demolition of most of 
the wall — which snaked for 
96 miles around West Berlin, a 
capitalist enclave deep inside 
East Germany. 

In the decades it stood, 136 
people were killed trying to 
make their way across the 
border and the wall came to 
represent the split in ideologies 
between the communist East 
and the democratic West. 

“This wall divided not only 
a single country but, as we 
realize today, all of Europe,” 
Medvedev said, taking his 
turn in a series of speeches by 
leaders gathered at Berlin’s 
Brandenburg Gate for the 
ceremonies. 

He said the wall was “destined 
to fall” amid reforms that

JERUSALEM (AP) — The 
chief Palestinian negotiator 
on Monday warned Israel 
that if it does not take 
peacemaking seriously, it 
will find itself dealing with 
the militant Hamas instead of 
moderates like him. 
Negotiator Saeb Erekat and 
other Palestinian officials 
have been quoted as 
recommending dismantling 
the Palestinian Authority, 
set up in interim accords 
with Israel to prepare for 
creation of a Palestinian 


state. Erekat said that plan 
has failed because “18 years 
of negotiations since the two- 
state solution was raised have 
gone nowhere.” 

“We have reached our defining 
moment,” he said. “We are 
still trying to convince the 
Israelis to stop (West Bank) 
settlement activities” and 
accept a Palestinian state in 
the West Bank and Gaza, and 
if progress is not made, “we 
will have to take other steps.” 
He would not elaborate. 

But he denied calling for 
dissolving the Palestinian 
Authority. “I didn’t say that. 


Nobody said that,” he told 
The Associated Press in a 
telephone interview late 
Monday. 

He spoke as Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu was about to 
meet President Barack 
Obama in Washington. 
Palestinian officials have 
been expressing extreme 
frustration at the stalled 
peace negotiations, blaming 
Israel and calling on the U.S. 
to exert pressure. 

Several officials have been 
quoted in recent days as 
calling for dissolution of the 
Palestinian Authority, but 
that would leave a power 
vacuum that could be filled 
only by Israel or Hamas. 
Instead, the idea is seen as a 
way to press Israel and the 
United States to take steps 
toward a peace accord. 
Palestinian reformer 

Mustafa Barghouti, who 
served once as a Cabinet 
minister, dismissed talk of 
dissolving the government. 
“That would be a mistake,” 
he told the AP. “What should 
happen is that we should 
defy the Israeli rules and 
regulations. ”□

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — 
Somali pirates attacked an 
oil tanker and fired automatic 
weapons and rocket-propelled 
grenades Monday farther 
out at sea than any previous 
assault, suggesting that pirate 
capabilities are growing as 
they increase activity off East 
Africa. 

Pirates in two skiffs fired at the 
Hong Kong-flagged BW Lion 
about 1,000 miles east of the 
Somali coast, the European 
Union Naval Force said. 

The tanker’s captain 
increased speed and took 
evasive maneuvers, avoiding 
the attack, the force said. 
No casualties were reported. 
The naval force sent a plane 
from the Seychelles islands to 
investigate. 

Pirates have launched 
increasingly bold attacks 
against vessels in the Indian 
Ocean and Gulf of Aden in 
hopes of capturing a ship and 
crew and collecting ransom. 
They currently hold more 
than 190 hostages, including a 
Britishcouple seizedfrom their 
personal yacht late last month.

The high-seas hijackings have 
increased after the recent end 
of the monsoon season despite 
an international armada of 
warships deployed by the 
United States, the European 
Union, NATO, Japan, South 
Korea and China to patrol the 
region. U.S. drones launched 
from nearby Seychelles are 
also patrolling for pirates. 
Cmdr. John Harbour, a 
spokesman for the EU’s anti¬ 
piracy force, said it wasn’t 
immediately known whether 
the two skiffs Monday had 
launched attacks from a larger 
mothership. He said the work 
by international navies had 
pushed pirates out to sea. 

“The international transit 
corridor near the coast is 
becoming safer, but the pirates 
are taking fairly drastic action, 
carrying out attacks so far 
off the coast,” Harbour said. 
“Certainly our success to date 
has pushed the pirates out from 
their normal hunting grounds.” 
Spain on Monday raised the 
possibility of sending two 
captured Somali pirates back 
home after trying them in 
Madrid — as a way to win the 
release of a Spanish trawler 
held by fellow brigands off 
the Horn of Africa. 

Pirates seized the ship 
Alakrana and its 36-member 
crew in the Indian Ocean Oct. 
2, and besides a ransom they 
are demanding the release 
of two colleagues who were 
caught the next day by Spanish 
naval forces. Among the 36 
hostages are 16 Spaniards, 
eight Indonesians, and 12 crew 
from five African countries. 
Justice Minister Francisco 
Caamano told reporters that 
Spain would have to try the 
two in Madrid on kidnapping 
and other charges “and then 
see if there is some kind of 
international agreement” 
allowing them to serve their 
sentence in Somalia. 

Judge Baltasar Garzon, who 
ordered the two pirates brought 
to Madrid, said: “I think there 
are legal avenues to resolve 
this conflict. I sincerely think 
it can be done.” 

Garzon declined to go into 
detail. Such a decision would 
not be up to him, but rather 
his superiors at the National 
Court. He insisted, however, 
that Spain cannot yield to the 


hijackers and simply free the 
two men held in Madrid. 
Prime Minister Jose Luis 
Rodriguez Zapatero, speaking 
during a visit to Poland, 
declined to confirm or deny 
that Spain is considering trying 
the two and then sending them 
home to serve their sentence. 
Zapatero said the situation 
is too delicate for him to 
comment on in detail, saying 
anything he says publicly will 
eventually reach the hijackers. 
But he did say, “the situation 
may be on the right track.” 

At a meeting Sunday in 
Nairobi between Spain’s 
ambassador to Kenya and 
Somalia’s prime minister, 
Spain committed to initiating 
legal procedures to transfer 
the two pirates to Somalia, 
according to a statement from 
the Somali government. 

Prime Minister Omar 
Abdurashid Sharmarke “is 
convinced that this course 
of action will lead to a quick 
resolution of this issue,” the 
statement said. None of the 
Spanish officials who spoke 
Monday went so far as to 
say Spain had made such a 
pledge. 

The Alakrana’s skipper, 
Ricardo Blach, said in 
comments carried Monday 
in the newspaper El Pais that 
conditions on the ship after 40 
days of captivity are hellish. 
Blach said the heavily armed 
pirates number around 30 and 
are constantly high on qat, 
a mild stimulant plant, and 
open fire in the air to scare the 
sailors and keep them from 
sleeping. 

“They spit in our faces. They 
kick us,” Blach told the 
newspaper. 

The pirates took three sailors 
ashore Thursday to increase 
pressure for a settlement, but 
the Spanish Foreign Ministry 
insisted Monday they have 
been taken back aboard the 
Alakrana, despite reports from 
the region that they were still 
ashore.

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Brazil college backs down on mini-dress expulsion

SAO PAULO (AP) — A 
Brazilian woman whose short, 
pink dress caused a near riot at 
a private college and led to her 
expulsion will be allowed to 
return to class. 

The private Bandeirante 
University backed down 
Monday on its decision to 
expel 20-year-old Geisy Arruda 
following a flood of negative 
reaction in a nation where 
skimpy attire is common. 
Videos of students ridiculing 
her and making catcalls Oct. 
22 made her an Internet 
sensation. 

Just hours after the Brazilian 
government sought an 
explanation from the university, 
its dean released a note saying 
he was reversing the school’s 
decision to expel Arruda. 

The Education Ministry had 
given the university 10 days to 
clarify its reasoning for kicking 
out Arruda, who had to put on a 
professor’s white coat and was 
escorted away by police amid a 


hail of insults and curses from 
other students. 

A video of the incident was 
posted on YouTube and quickly 
made headlines across Brazil. 
The university’s decision 
to expel the student Sunday 
prompted complaints from the 
national student union and the 
country’s minister in charge 
of women’s policy, among 
others. 

Sao Paulo state prosecutors 
had said they would investigate 
what led to the university’s 
decision to expel Arruda, and 
the student later told reporters 
through her lawyer that she 
was going to sue the teaching 
institution in hopes she could 
finish the semester there. 

The dean’s note gave no 
reasons for why the decision 
was being overturned. 

Arruda and her lawyer could 
not be reached immediately 
for comment on the school’s 
reversal. 

Although Brazil is known for 
revealing clothing—especially 
in beach cities, where many 


bikinis are referred to locally as 
“dental floss” — most college 
students dress more modestly 
on campus, commonly in jeans 
and T-shirts. 

The university published 
newspaper advertisements 
Sunday saying it expelled 
Arruda for disrespecting 
“ethical principles, academic 
dignity and morality.” 

The ads also alleged Arruda 
acted in a provocative 
manner incompatible with the 
university environment. 
University lawyer Decio 
Lencioni told Globo TV 
that the institution was only 
following its rules. 

“The problem is not her clothes; 
it’s her behavior, her attitude,” 
he said. 

Lencioni and the university 
said Arruda even raised her 
dress and stopped to pose for 
photos the night she wore the 
short dress on campus. He said 
she also chose the longest way 
to get to class to attract the 
attention of more students. 

In Sunday’s ads, titled 


“Educational Responsibility,” 
the college said it had previously 
warned Arruda to change her 
behavior and decided to expel 
her after talking to students, 
staff and Arruda herself. 
Arruda, who was studying 
tourism, said she was 
disheartened by the decision. 
“It’s a great injustice,” she told 
Globo TV. “I always dressed 
in a way that makes me feel 
good and that doesn’t offend 
anybody. I was always like that 
and was never recriminated by 
anybody.” 

Civil police in the city of Sao 
Bernardo do Campo, where the 
university is located, said they 
will investigate the students 
accused of heckling Arruda. 
The university said it would 
temporarily suspend some of 
them. 

Brazil’s national student union, 
the Brazilian BAR Association, 
and several other institutions 
condemned Arruda’s 

expulsion. Brazil’s minister for 
women’s policy, Nilcea Freire, 
told the official Agenda Brasil

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Chiefs release RB Larry Johnson

KANSAS CITY, Mo. - Given 
good blocking and a fresh 
start, Larry Johnson might 
still be the power-running Pro 
Bowler who had back-to-back 
1,700-yard seasons for Kansas 
City. 

Are you listening, Seattle? 
What do you think, 
Indianapolis? Chicago? 
Houston? 

Or he might be a declining 
malcontent who’ll only cost 
money and cause trouble. 

To that, every coach and 
general manager in the NFL is 
listening. The Chiefs released 
Johnson on Monday, the day 
he was due back from his 
second suspension in the past 
12 months. 

Any team with a faltering 
running game is bound to be 
tempted by Johnson, despite 
his baggage and his age (he 
turns 30 on Nov. 19). 

“Any player that’s available, 
we look at,” said Bears coach 
Lovie Smith. “That’s been our 
standard policy throughout. 
That’ll be the case with 
Larry.” 

Houston coach Gary Kubiak 
agreed. “When a name like 
that comes on the free agent 
market like today, we’ll 
obviously go back and take 
a look at him just like any 
other player,” Kubiak said. 
“Obviously, he’s been a good 
player in this league and I’m 
sure he’ll get a lot of interest 
from a lot of people.” 

The Seahawks have the 
league’s 30th-ranked rushing 
offense. Starter Julius Jones 
has sputtered. And last week, 
Seattle released ineffective 
backup Edgerrin James, the 
NFL’s active rushing leader. 
Yet coach Jim Mora doesn’t 
sound interested in Johnson. 
When asked if he was 
interested in adding a veteran 
running back, Mora said “No. 
... Right now, we’ll just stick 
with what we’ve got.”

Johnson has been high- 
maintenance since the Chiefs 
drafted him in the first round 
out of Penn State in 2003. 
Unhappy because he thought 
he was going to be taken by the 
Pittsburgh Steelers, Johnson 
brooded while playing behind 
Pro Bowler Priest Holmes. 
He even prompted then- 
coach Dick Vermeil to say it 
was time for him “to take the 
diapers off.” His last brush 
with controversy came two 
weeks ago when he posted 
on his Twitter account a gay 
slur, insulted followers and 
questioned the competence of 
head coach Todd Haley. 

He was suspended for two 
weeks, but Haley said the final 
decision to cast him aside was 
not made until early Monday. 
“We decided it was in the best 
interests of the Kansas City 
Chiefs organization to move 
forward at this time,” he said. 
Behind a poor offensive line 
this year, Johnson has gained 
2.7 yards per carry for the 
Chiefs (1-7) and appeared 


not to have the quickness 
and punishing power that 
enabled him to rush for more 
than 1,700 yards in Pro Bowl 
seasons in 2005 and 4 06. 

Can he still be effective? 

“I don’t think I’ll answer that 
because he’s no longer on this 
team,” Haley said. 

Since rushing for a team- 
record 1,789 yards on an NFL- 
record 416 carries in 2006, 
Johnson has never been quite 
the same. 

In 2008, then-coach Herm 
Edwards benched him for 
three straight games for 
violating team rules and NFL 
commissioner Roger Goodell 
suspended him a fourth game 
for violating the league’s 
player-conduct policy. 

Johnson was later sentenced 
to two years’ probation after 
pleading guilty to two counts 
of disturbing the peace. 
One woman accused him of 
throwing a drink on her and 
another said he had pushed her 
head at a Kansas City night 
spot. 


After his huge year in 2006, 
Johnson stayed away from 
training camp, demanding 
more money and he got it, 
a six-year deal worth $45 
million, including $19 million 
guaranteed. 

But hampered by a foot injury, 
he wound up with only 559 
yards and three touchdowns. 
In 2008, he ran for 874 yards 
as the Chiefs sank to 2-14. 
Still, Johnson was only 75 
yards away from breaking 
Holmes’ team rushing record. 
“Apart of him is excited and a 
part of him is very regretful,” 
his agent, Peter Schaffer, 
told The Associated Press. 
“There’s a lot of feelings going 
on right now. It’s analogous to 
breaking up with a girlfriend. 
Maybe you saw it coming, but 
it still hurts when it happens.” 
Haley declined to say if 
Johnson’s low production had 
any bearing on his release or 
whether the Chiefs’ biggest 
concern were the slurs and 
the public criticism of his 
coachQ

KILLEEN, Texas (AP) 
— A lawyer for the Army 
psychiatrist accused in a 
deadly shooting spree at Fort 
Hood, Texas, said Monday 
he asked investigators not 
to question his client and 
expressed doubt that the 
suspect would be able to 
get a fair trial, given the 
widespread attention to the 
case. 

Retired Col. John P. Galligan 
said he was contacted Monday 
by Maj. Nidal Malik Hasan’s 
family and was headed to an 
Army hospital in San Antonio 
to meet Hasan. 

“Until I meet with him, it’s 
best to say we’re just going 
to protect all of his rights,” 
Galligan said. 

Hasan, 39, is accused of 
opening fire on the Army 
post on Thursday, killing 
13 people and wounding 
29 before civilian police 
shot him in the torso. He 
was taken into custody and 
eventually moved to Brooke 
Army Medical Center, where 
he was in stable condition 
Monday and able to talk, 
hospital spokesman Dewey 
Mitchell said. 

Galligan said he didn’t know 
if Hasan had been medically 
cleared to talk. 

“There’s a lot of facts that still 
need to be developed, and the 
time for that will come in due 
course,” he said. 

Authorities won’t say when 
charges would be filed or if 
Hasan would face military 
justice. 

Galligan questioned whether 
Hasan could get a fair trial 
in either criminal or military 
court, given President Barack 
Obama’s planned visit to 
the base on Tuesday and 
public comments by the post 
commander, Lt. Gen. Robert 
Cone. 

“You’ve got his commander in 
chief showing up tomorrow,” 
Galligan said. “That same 
kind of publicity naturally 
creates an issue as to whether 
you find a fair and impartial 
forum, whether that’s in the 
military or even if it were in 
a federal forum.” 

Authorities say Hasan fired 


off more than 100 rounds at 
a soldier processing center. 
Fifteen victims remained 
hospitalized with gunshot 
wounds, and eight were in 
intensive care. 

Authorities continue to refer 
to Hasan as the only suspect 
in the rampage, but they have 
said they have not determined 
a motive. A spokesman for 
Army investigators did not 
immediately respond to calls 
and e-mails seeking comment 
Monday. 

A radical American imam 
living in Yemen who had 
contact with two Sept. 11, 
2001 hijackers praised Hasan 
as a hero as a hero on his 
personal Web site Monday. 
The posting on the Web site 
for Anwar al Awlaki, who 
was a spiritual leader at two 
mosques where three Sept. 
11 hijackers worshipped, 
said American Muslims who 
condemned the Fort Hood 
attack are hypocrites who 
have committed treason 
against their religion. 

Awlaki said the only way a 
Muslim can justify serving 
in the U.S. military is if he 
intends to “follow in the 
footsteps of men like Nidal.” 
“Nidal Hassan (sic) is a hero,” 
Awlaki said. “He is a man of 
conscience who could not 
bear living the contradiction 
of being a Muslim and serving 
in an army that is fighting 
against his own people.” 

Two U.S. intelligence officials 


told The Associated Press 
the Web site was Awlaki’s. 
They spoke on condition 
of anonymity to discuss 
intelligence collection. 
Awlaki did not immediately 
respond to an attempt to 
contact him through the Web 
site. 

Hasan’s family attended the 
Dar al Hijrah Islamic Center 
in Falls Church, Virginia, 
where Awlaki was preaching 
in 2001. Hasan’s mother’s 
funeral was held at the mosque 
on May 31, 2001, according 
to her obituary in the Roanoke 
Times newspaper, around 
the same time two Sept. 11 
hijackers worshipped at the 
mosque and while Awlaki 
was preaching. 

The Falls Church mosque 
is one of the largest on the 
East Coast, and thousands of 
worshippers attend prayers 
and services there every 
week. 

Imam Johari Abdul-Malik, 
outreach director at Dar al 
Hijrah, said he did not know 
whether Hasan ever attended 
the mosque but confirmed that 
the Hasan family participated 
in services there. Abdul- 
Malik said the Hasans were 
not leaders at the mosque and 
their attendance was normal. 
Fort Hood officials said the 
country’s largest military 
installation was moving 
forward with the business 
of soldiering. The building 
where Hasan allegedly 


opened fire remains a crime 
scene, but a processing 
center is scheduled to reopen 
Thursday in a new, temporary 
location. Command Sgt. Maj. 
Arthur L. Coleman Jr. said 
Monday that reopening the 
center is an important step 


in returning the Army post 
to normal. Cone said the post 
stepped up security, including 
suspending visits by the 
public, largely to reassure the 
population that the sprawling 
base is safe and won’t 
“become a battlefield.”□

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Chavez buscaria tapar crisis He Venezuela con Colombia

BOGOTA (Reuters) - Con 
el aumento de la tension 
diplomatica entre Venezuela y 
Colombia, el presidente Hugo 
Chavez pretende disipar una 
crisis interna, pero a la par 
y empujado por vientos de 
guerra fria, beneficiaria a 
su homologo Alvaro Uribe 
en una eventual carrera a su 
segunda reeleccion. 

Chavez, el mas fuerte 
critico de Estados Unidos en 
America Latina, intensified 
sus declaraciones contra 
Washington y Bogota por la 
decision de Uribe de dar acceso 
a siete bases militares de su 
pais a personal estadounidense 
para desarrollar operaciones 
contra el -narcotrafico y el 
terrorismo. 

El mandatario izquierdista 
sostiene que, en Colombia, 
Estados Unidos tiene una 
plataforma para invadir su 
pais y bloquear su revolucion 
bolivariana a favor de los mas 
pobres. 

Desde julio el gobernante 
venezolano no ha cesado en 
sus ataques contra el Gobiemo 
del presidente Barack Obama, 
al que acusa de “imperialista”, 
ni contra el de Colombia al 
que califica de “lacayo del 
imperio”. 

El mas reciente episodio 
fue el fin de semana cuando 
Chavez llamo a sus militares 
a prepararse para la guerra, 
mientras que Colombiacalifico 
sus palabras como “amenazas” 
y anuncio que llevara el caso 
a Naciones Unidas (ONU) y 
a la Organizacion de Estados 
Americanos (OEA). 

“Ha buscado este 
procedimiento, como 

acostumbran mucho los 
autocratas, para tratar de tapar 
lo que ocurre a su interior 
y tratar de conseguir la 
solidaridad de su pueblo por 
esta via”, dijo a Reuters el ex 
canciller colombiano Augusto 
Ramirez. 

El experto recordo que 
Venezuela afronta problemas 
en el suministro de agua y 


de electricidad; una inflacion 
acumulada en lo que va del 
ano de mas de un 20 por ciento 
e indices de inseguridad que 
no ceden, mientras que la 
popularidad de Chavez bajo 
a un 46,2 por ciento segun la 
firma Datanalisis. 

URIBE CAUTELOSO, 
TAMBIEN GANA 

Ramirez aseguro que los 
vientos de guerra desatados 
por Chavez tambien pueden 
beneficiar a Uribe despues de 
que su popularidad descendio 
a un 64 por ciento, su mas 
bajo nivel en mas de 7 anos, 
mientras le coquetea a la 
posibilidad de una segunda 
reeleccion consecutiva en el 
2010 si es habilitado. 

“A los dospuedebeneficiarlos. 
Los paises en un momento 
de confrontacion externa 
obviamente se unen en tomo 
de los gobemantes”, opino el 
ex canciller colombiano. 

Mas alia de los problemas 
y calculos internos, el 
escalamiento de la tension 
tambien amenaza con 
establecer y revivir la guerra 
fria en la region. Mientras 
que Colombia es el mas 
importante aliado de Estados 


Unidos en America Latina, 
Venezuela intensified sus 
relaciones militares, politicas 
y comerciales con Rusia, 
Iran y Siria, antagonistas de 
Washington. 

Chavez, quien salto a la fama en 
1992 cuando lidero un fallido 
golpe de Estado, compro en 
los ultimos anos mas de 3.000 
millones de dolares en aviones, 
helicopteros, tanques, fusiles 
y radares, para supuestamente 
defenderse de la amenaza de 
invasion de Estados Unidos. 
El ex c omandante de las Fuerzas 
Militares de Colombia general 
Manuel Jose Bonnet califico 


como “una bravuconada” las 
amenazas de Chavez. 
“Venezuela esta viviendo una 
de las situaciones mas dificiles 
que haya vivido en su historia, 
Imagmese una potencia 
energetica sin agua, sin energia 
electrica y sin alimentos, con 
una inseguridad insostenible. 
^Que cantidad de culpa tienen 
en esta situacion Obama y 
Colombia?”, pregunto. 

“Esta tratando de desviar la 
atencion interna de Venezuela 
hacia Colombia y Estados 
Unidos para disimular 
los tremendos problemas 


sociales, economicos y de 
seguridad que tiene al interior 
y los venezolanos no le estan 
comiendo cuento”, dijo. 
Bonnet aseguro que pese a 
la carrera armamentista que 
inicio Venezuela en los ultimos 
anos, Colombia es capaz 
de neutralizar una eventual 
agresion belica aunque no ha 
comprado armas a gran escala 
como lo ha hecho el Gobiemo 
de Chavez. 

“Si estamos preparados 
y tenemos un plan de 
movilizacion, tenemos 

experiencia infinitamente 
mayor a la de ellos, tenemos 
unas organizaciones de 
comunicaciones, de comando 
y control probadas en el 
combate permanentemente. 
Estamos muy preparados”, 
aseguro el militar retirado 
quien en la actualidad es 
un reconocido catedratico 
universitario. 

El analista venezolano 
Teodoro Petkoff coincidio que 
en Chavez busca incrementar 
la tension con Colombia 
como una tactica para sofocar 
la crisis interna. 

“Se trata de una tactica dirigida 
a incrementar la tension (...) 
para tratar de unir al pais y a su 
propia base que siente que se 
le escurre entre las manos por 
la crisis electrica, del agua, de 
inseguridad”, afirmo Petkoff a 
una radio colombiana. □ 


Morales respalda llamado 
militar de Hugo Chavez 


LA PAZ (AP) - El presidente Evo Morales 
respaldo a su par venezolano Hugo Chavez 
quien llamo a los militares de su pais a 
prepararse para la guerra en referencia a la 
creciente tension con la vecina Colombia y 
anticipo que pedira una reunion de emergencia 
de los paises del ALBA. 

“Es obligacion de cualquier presidente 
defender la dignidad y la soberania de su 
territorio, eso es constitucional”, dijo Morales 
en meda de prensa el lunes en la ciudad de 
Cochabamba en el centro de Bolivia. 

“Yo llego a la conclusion que es una anexion 
de Colombia a Estados Unidos. Colombia 
es una base militar de Estados Unidos”, dijo 
Morales y agrego que se trata de “una abierta 
provocacion a los paises que empiezan 
a dignificar a sus pueblos y a gobiernos 
revolucionarios”. “Lo que es Guantanamo 


para Cuba; Colombia es para Venezuela, 
Nicaragua, Ecuador y Bolivia. Ahora hay otro 
Guantanamo”, sostuvo. 

Al mismo tiempo, pidio derrotar —en las 
elecciones de mayo del 2010— a los partidos 
y lideres colombianos que respaldan el uso 
de bases militares de ese pais por tropas de 
Estados Unidos. 

“Es mejor que antes de llegar a conflictos y 
agresiones (las organizaciones politicas) sean 
derrotados democraticamente en Colombia, 
aunque me digan que es una intromision, pero 
(estoy) obligado a defender la soberania de los 
pueblos de Latinoamerica”, apunto Morales. 
Morales atribuyo la creciente tension entre 
Venezuela y Colombia a la decision del 
presidente Alvaro Uribe de aceptar el uso de 
bases militares de su pais por parte de Estados 
Unidos.□
